Boy Scout uniform differs from a Webel os Scout uniform; tie a square knot which is aso known as the joining
knot; earn five more activity badges in addition to the three needed for Webelos, to include Fitness, Citizen,
Readyman, and at |east one each from the Outdoor, Mental Skills, and Technology Groups; visit a minimum of
one Boy Scout troop meeting and one Boy Scout-oriented outdoor activity; participate in a Webel os overnight
campout or day hike; and visit with a prospective Boy Scout Troop and its Scoutmaster:
